NEW WESTMINSTER VS. . CARIBOO. 


A celebrated Oxford scholar, who professed 
an indifference to music, was Once asked what 
he, thought of an orchestra which had been per. 
forming a grand overture ; he replied that he 
was only impressed “by the wonderful coinci- 
dences of the fiddler’s elbows.” So far as the 
press of Victoria and its little Barkerville adjunct 
are concerned we may say that we are only im- 
pressed. “ by the wonderful coincitlences of the 
fiddler’s elbows.” - That press devotes its ener- 
gies and what little of talent it powsesses less to- 
ward the work of building up and developing 
the resources of the colony to which it. belongs 
whan to the ignoble task. of misrepresenting jour 
affairs and sowing the seeds of discord amongst 
our people. The great aim has been to create 
prejudice and: jealousy in the interior against 
New Westminster—to persuade the people that 
the capital is selfish, grasping, unjast ; that it 

_ ia the pampered pet of the Government, over 
: whom it wields an undue influence ; that it is as 
unnecessary to the colony as it is expensive, 
Owing: to a sort of reputation acquired in Vic- 
toria we were induced to believe the editor of the 
Cariboo, Sentinel honest when he assured us that 
he was about to establish a paper on Williams 
Creek, entirely free from all extraneous influen- 
ces, and that his aim would be to treat all public 

" questions which might arise in a spirit of fair- 
_ bess, and upon their own merits. But cucullus 
non facit monachum. A bad man with red hair 
would be’no better for dying his locks black. 
Mere empty professions won’t change the heart 
of a Victoria politician. When we find the Edi- 
“tor, of the Sentinel in his very first impression dish_ 
ing up to his readers a mere re-hash of Victoria 
bunkom, we are irresistably impelled to the con- 
clusion that his mission to Williams Creek was, 
pure and simple, to propagate Victoria sentiment 
—to play into. the hands of Victoria politicians, 
so that they might the. more effectually compass 
their selfish and ambitious designs upon British 
+ Columbia. At the risk of writing an obscure 
- paper into some notoriety we purpose to follow 
up this little off-shoot, and expose the insidious 
web with which it is attempting to entrap the 
unwary miner. The people of Cariboo are ask- 


colony ; that the interests of the miners are neg- 


lected—that, in the idiom of our contemporary, |, 


“Cariboo in the eyes of officialdom must just play 
the fiddle for New Westminster to dance.” A 
few moments may not be unprofitably spent in 
investigating this subject, in order to ascertain 
whether there really is any ground for the accu- 
sation. . It may not be improper, in instituting 
comparisons between the two extreme districts 
of the colony, to premise that Cariboo has a popu- 
lation roughly estimated at 2,500 souls,’ while 
the city and district of New Westminster have a 
population of 3000. We use inside figures, and 
do not inclade Indians or Asiatics. The popola- 
tion of Cariboo is essentially erratic, and probab- 
ly less than 25 per cent of it remains in the 
colony all the year, while the population of this 
district is almost . entirely composed of 
persons who have come here to make a home for 
themselves and their families. Now for a few 
figurés to shiow whether the revenue has been 
expended for the benefit of the miners or in the 
especial interest of New Westminster. We find 
that during the years 1862-3 and ’4, there was 
expended upon the construction and maintenance 
of roads to and in Cariboo, and on public build- 
ings, &c., in the mines the sum of two hundred 
and sixty-four thousand, nine hundred and seventy- 
two pounds sterling, while the total revenue de- 
rived from foad tolls, mining licenses, fees, &c., 
during the same period only amounted to £91,- 
404, leaving a balance on the debit side of the 
Cariboo account of £173,568 sterling! If we 
take the road account for 1864 we find that the 
cost of keeping the roads to Cariboo ‘in repair, 
and the interest upon the money borrowed for 
their construction, to say nothing of the expense 
ot collecting tolls, not only absorbed the whole 
of the road tolls, but left a balance against the 
roads of $16.102; We find that last year a sum

The following directions .are published { ifor general 
information : 

The Beacons carried away since last fal have been 
re-constructed, excepting the South Sand Head No. 1, 
and the following alterations and additions nade. The 
Light Ship now building will be placed hear to the 

/South Sand Head, being substituted for No} 1 Beacon: 

The Beacons are formed with clusters of: piles, each 
Beacon having a distinguishing feature at the top of 
the piles, and being’ numbered consecutiy re I from 2 to 
10, irrespective of the Crib on the North Sand Head. 

No. 2. Beacons, Nort Sanp Hrap—Placed in 1 foot 
at low water, } a cable from the buoy in aN. W. direc- 
tion, showing from a Southerly bearing @ black dia- 
mond elev ated on a pole 16 feet above thé top of the 

iles. 

, A } of a cable distant from No. 2 Beacon, tarther on 
the Sand, isa loaded crib in an ingomplete state at 
present ; at high water-spring tides it is awash, but at 
low water it looms like the hull of a smalf vessel. A 
pole 2 20 feet long with a black board at thé top point- 
ing to the Channel is secured to it. A permanent Sea 
Mark will be built upon it in the course of afew months, 
of which due notice shall be given: 

No. 3. Beacon, Norta Sann—In 6 feet at low water, 
shows black and white horiz8ntal stripes both on the 
pole-and beacon, and is situated about biilf-way be- 
tween chequered and black buoys. 

No. 4. Beacon, Nortu Sanp—1 cable distant in a S. 
W. direction from black top buoy, is distifguished by 
a black triangle elevated on a white pole 16 feet above 
the piles, and placed in 2 feet at low water; The piles 
are white-washed. 

No. 5. Beacon, Norta Sann—On the spit 1} cable 
from red top buoy. (placed in 5 feet at low water). This 
beacon is remarkable from its leaning position and is 
readily distinguished by the red cask on 4 white pole 
above the piles, the tops of which are also white. 

No. 6. Bracoy, Norta Sanp—l cable distant’ from 
white buoy in a Westerly direction, is plaged in 7 feet 
at low water. On the top of the pole is a white trian- 
gle, the apex of which is on the lower partiof the pole. 
This beacon forms:0o conspicuous object and must be 
appreciated, as it. will guide Vessels in the Channel 
when entering and leaving the River. The beacon is 
all white. 

No. 7..Bracox, Sourn Saxn—Is a black beacon 
placed in 6 feet at low water, having a St. Andrew’s 
cross elevated on a pole 16 feet above the piles. 

' No. 8. Beacox, Souta Sanp—A cable's length from 
No. 7, in 1 foot at low water. This Beacon is white, 
having a St. Andrew's cross on a pole as above de- 
scribed in No. 7. As these Beacons, No. 7 and 8, are 
intended as marks for crossing the Bar, they are here- 
ofter alluded'to as the x Beacons. This Beacon (No. 8) 
is not to be regarded in any way except to Jead Vessels 
over the Bar in the deepest,water. _ Vessels of 
large draught the x Beacons will be found invaluable, 
as by taking care to “port” sufficiently soon, after 
passing the black top buoy, so as to cross when in a 
line, they will lead) over the Bar, carrying from 19 to 
22 feet at high water Spring Tides. .

Na. 10. Beacos—Is a land mark placeli on Garry 
Point to indicate the Mouth of the River, Which shows 
from every direction a large White Ball.’ ‘The braces, 
6 feet of the pole, and the tops. of the piles are black. 
The lower part of the Beacon is white- vehed, 

All buoys on the North Sand, after éntcring the 
Channel with Vessels of large draught, shuld be pass- 
ed close onthe “port” hand. Caution is hereby given 
that the Beacons ¢onstructed on the Sand Heads are 
not intended as marks for the Navigable: Waters ot the 
Channel but to indicate the locality. of: ithe several 
buoys. 

The old white buoy has been removed aa a red spar 
buoy placed on the spit of the middle Sand inside Gar- 
ry Point, in 12 feet at low water, which must be past 
by Vessels Entering the River on the starboard hand. 

By following the above directions Marisers will find 
the Channel well and clearly defined, and with ordinary 
cate a perfect stranger may navigate his ;Vessel with 
safety into Fraser River.
